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CHRISTMAS SHOPPING 


ECEMBER SALES of both food and non-food merchandise 

by the large-scale retailers who supply information to the Board 

of Trade each month reached levels higher in value than were 
recorded in any previous month and, in consequence, total sales 
were 19 per cent. higher than in November and 13 per cent. above 
the previous record established a year earlier. The seasonal 
movement was more pronounced than in 1948 ; total sales were 30 
per cent. above the average for the year whereas in 1948 the com- 
parable figure was 27 per cent., indicating that last Christmas 
there was a proportionately greater volume of Christmas trade. 
Partly because there have been more goods available, trade has 
been more pronouncedly seasonal than in recent years; it is 
noteworthy that a calculation based on the assumption that the 
seasonal movement was the same as before the war gives a figure 
for December also about 30 per cent. above the year’s average. 


Sharp Seasonal Rises in Non-Food Goods 

The index for sales of non-food merchandise rose by 24 per cent. 
over November and to a point 14 per cent. higher than in December 
1948, the latter figure being substantially bigger than the 11 per 
cent. increase in the cumulative sales for February-December 
compared with turnover in the corresponding period a year earlier. 
Apparel and household goods both participated in these increases, 
continuing the rise in sales which has gone on almost without 
interruption throughout the year. Both indices were 18 per cent. 
higher than a year before, but apparel sales, as is usual, showed 
the bigger seasonal increase, rising by 15 per cent. over the month 
while household goods were up by only 8 per cent. ‘The year’s 
average for apparel sales also showed a bigger increase over 1948 
than did household goods, 15 per cent. compared with 10 per cent.,

a situation which was to be expected in view of the removal of 
clothes rationing early in the year and the rather bigger rises in 
clothing prices. 


Rises in Food Sales over the Year 


Turnover in the food and perishables group also showed a 
seasonal increase, of 15 per cent. over November ; this compares 
with a 14 per cent. rise between the same two months in 1948. 
Sales of all goods were higher than in the preceding December, 
including those in the two categories—wines, spirits, beer, etc., 
and fruit, vegetables and flowers—whose cumulative sales this 
year have shown a decline. Once again no important price changes, 
either in food or non-food merchandise, were recorded over the 
month in the Ministry of Labour’s retail prices index; over the year 
most price rises were small except in the case of food, for which the 
index was a tenth higher. 

The two features of the December regional figures worthy of 
comment are the low seasonal increase in sales in the Scottish 
region, and the continued re-distribution of sales between the 
Suburban and Central and West End London areas. In the latter 
area there was virtually no rise in non-food sales compared with 
November, and the excess over the previous twelve months’ average 
was much smaller than elsewhere, while figures for suburban sales 
were correspondingly high, emphasizing the interdependence of 
sales in these two regions. Among the other regions Scotland 
registered the lowest increase both over the previous month and 
the previous twelve months, in total and in each category except 
household goods, no doubt owing to differences in habit and tradition 
relating to Christmas. Food sales also rose less in Central London 


than in the Suburban London area, but rises over the month

were considerable supplies of slippers, etc., available. Nevertheless, 
footwear sales, as well as those of men’s and women’s wear, reached 
the highest value yet recorded. 

Compared with the previous month, the biggest rise was in sales 
of men’s wear, which rose by 24 per cent. in contrast to 13 per cent. 
for footwear and 12 per cent. for women’s wear. As in previous 
months of the year the men’s wear figures compared with a year earlier, 
were more favourable than those for women’s wear. December sales 
were a quarter higher than in the corresponding month of 1948, 
while women’s wear rose by less than a fifth. Cumulative sales of 
men’s wear rose by 22 per cent. for the eleven months period, while 
for women’s wear they were only 16 per cent. up. The figures last 
year reflected the improved supplies of men’s wear and also suggest 
that the male share of the average household’s coupons had been 
rather une qual. 

All categories of women’s wear showed considerable increases over the 
preceding December, the largest being in women’s outerwear, and the 
mallest in girls’ and children’s wear. Millinery maintained the 
improvement over 1948 shown in the previous two months, and the 
15 per cent. increase over the corresponding month of 1948 was the 
vreatest of the year. With the exceptions relating to Scotland and 
Central and Suburban London indicated above, regional movements 
corresponded to the overall pattern. This was also the case with 
men’s wear and footwear, except that in Scotland sales of the former 
howed markedly smaller increases, and of the latter slightly bigger 
ones, than the averages for the whole country 


Apparel Stocks Decline 

Stocks of men’s and women’s wear and footwear all declined in 
consequence of the heavy Christmas buying, but remained well above 
the level of 1948. Women’s outerwear, sales of which increased most 
compared with the preceding December, showed as a result the 
lowest stock increase, and were only 7 per cent. higher than a year 
ago. Millinery stocks were only 6 per cent. higher, reflecting the 
small increase, 2 per cent., in the cumulative sales between the first 
eleven months of the two trading years. Footwear, which had the 
biggest stock rise over the year, had also the smallest cumulative 
increase in sales. 


Furniture Sales Unchanged 

December is not a peak month for sales of furniture and furnishings 
the big sales of which are made in October and November. Last Dec- 
ember, however, sales were at the same level as in November, whereas 
in the two previous years they declined. ‘Turnover was 20 per cent 
higher than in December 1948, while for the Februarvy-December 
period the rise was 14 per cent. 

The sample of firms giving separate figures for the sub-categories 
of furniture and bedding and furnishing fabrics and household 
textiles registered declines in both categories, as they did in 1948, 
but were 25 per cent. and 17 per cent. respectively, above the previo

Chemists’ Sales Showed Greatest Increase 

The rise of 50 per cent. over November in sales of chemists’ wares 
easily surpassed that of any other category, and increased turnover to 7 
more than twice the monthly average for 1947. ‘The increase of FOOD & PERISHABLES 
nearly 12 per cent. compared with the previous December was slightly 
higher than the increase of 10 per cent. in the cumulative figure fo 
the trading year to date, a rise much the same as for several past 
months. At the end of this high sales month stocks showed a smaller 
increase over the previous year’s level than any earlier months in 1949 


Other Non-Food Goods 

Sales of the remaining categories of goods, for which no index 
numbers are calculated, all contributed to the 24 per cent. seasonal 
rise in non-food merchandise. Every category except jewellery, 
leather and miscellaneous fancy goods showed increased turnover in 
comparison with 1948, including books and stationery, whose 1 per 
cent. increase contrasted with the 3 per cent. decline recorded by 
the cumulative figures in the current trading vear. Stocks, by con-

Methods of Distribution 


The main methods of distribution are described under four heads. 
1. The United Kingdom outlets : 


The Export Merchants. ‘There are three main types. The 
‘traditional’ export merchant who sells to an importer on the other 
side—a factor of diminishing importance except in the realm of 
commodities ; the merchant with a branch office on the other side, 
who can exercise control over distribution and promotion 
but who cannot always employ the intensive methods expected in 
the North American market ; and the merchant with his own

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Record Apparel Sales 


Men’s wear shops and drapers reported sales in December higher 
than at any time since the present series of index numbers began. 
Drapers and women’s wear shops reported business over a fifth higher 
than in November, a tenth more than a year earlier and more than a 
quarter above the monthly average for 1949. All four areas for which 
the number of returns permit a comparison to be made show increases 
compared with December 1948, both the Midlands and South Wales 
area and the South of England being over a tenth higher. A greater 
rise, however, one of almost a fifth this month, was again shown by 
large-scale retailers, where the cumulative turnover for February- 
Decembcr was 16 per cent. higher compared with 10 per cent. in the 
independents. These figures suggest an increased volume of goods 
sold. 

Independent men’s wear shops reported an even bigger rise in 
Christmas turnover than did drapers, sales increasing by more than 
a third compared with November and more than a tenth over the 
previous December. The November fall of 6 per cent. in outfitters’

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December a year earlier, they were over a sixth higher than the monthly 
average for 1949. Cumulative sales for the eleven months February 
to December were, however, a fraction lower than in the comparable 
period of the previous year, owing to the lower sales in the spring and 
summer months. 

The large-scale retailers reported sales of footwear during February— 
December much the same as a year earlier ; turnover for the eleven 
months of the trading year was 1 per cent. greater than in 1948. 


Furniture Sales Rise 


Returns received from independent furniture dealers showed a rise 
in December of 5 per cent. above the figure for the previous month 
and nearly a fifth above both the monthly average for 1949 and the 
figure for December 1948. ‘Total turnover during the first eleven 
months of the trading year was over a tenth more than during 
December 1948, each month’s sales having been higher than a year 
earlier. 

The large-scale retailers, on the other hand, reported sales in the 
furniture departments the same as in November, and cumulative 
turnover for the eleven months a seventh more than for the corres- 
ponding period of the previous year 


Hardware and Electrical Shops 

Total hardware and electrical sales were more than a sixth higher in 
December than in November, the index reaching the highest point 
since November 1947, over a fifth more than the average monthly sales 
for 1949. Within this category, radio and electrical specialists 
reported record business in December with sales 13 per cent. higher 
than in November and a quarter more than the average for 1949. 

Compared with a year ago total sales were 5 per cent. higher while 
those of radio and electrical specialists were more than a seventh up, 
so that the general hardware business rose little if at all. Total 
cumulative turnover for the first eleven months of the trading year 
was 1 per cent. less than for the corresponding months of 1948, but 
that of the electrical and radio shops was 7 per cent. higher owing to 
the larger sales each month since March. As prices have not moved 
much there was a decline in the quantity of general hardware sold. 
The hardware, electrical and radio departments of the large-scale shops 
also reported increased sales. ‘Their December figures were a fifth 
above those of November, while their cumulative turnover for 
February to December was 6 per cent. more than that for the com- 
parable period of 1948, 


Booksellers, Stationers and Newsagents 


The index number of sales by independent booksellers, stationers 
and newsagents was the same for December as a year earlier, but 
showed a seasonal increase over November of nearly one-half. ‘Turn- 
over was more than two-thirds higher than the monthly average for 
1949. The total of business done during the months February to 
December declined, however, owing probably to more money being 
spent on food and clothing, and was 3 per cent. less than in the corres- 
In the large-scale shops the cumulative

High Jewellery Sales 


Independent jewellers reported the highest sales for two years in 
December, more than four-fifths greater than in November, 4 per cent. 
more than a year earlier and 83 per cent. above the monthly average 
for 1949. Cumulative turnover for February to December was, how- 
ever, 2 per cent. below that of the corresponding period of 1948 owing 
to lower sales in the first six months of the trading year. In the case 
of the large-scale shops the total sales of jewellery, leather and fancy 
goods during the eleven months was 1 per cent. below the comparable 
1948 figure. 


Chemists’ Sales Increased 


Business reported by the panel of independent chemists showed 
record sales, over a fifth higher than both the November figure and the 
monthly average for 1949, and 2 per cent. more than a vear earlier. 
As a result of the higher sales in each month of the present trading year, 
except March and May when they were equal, the cumulative turnover 
was 5 per cent. higher than in the corresponding period of the previous 
trading year. The rises reported by chemists’ wares departments of 
the large-scale retailers—which sell very considerable quantities of 
fancy goods—were, however, considerably larger, sales in December 
being one-half as much again as in November and the cumulative 
turnover a tenth higher than in 1948. 


Retailers of Toys, Sports and Leather Goods 


Reports received from independent retailers of toys, sports and 
leather goods show that December was a month of record sales, the 
total being nearly three-quarters higher than in November, nearly a 
tenth more than in December 1948, and almost double the monthly 
average for 1949 

As a consequence of the very high end-year sales cumulative turn- 
over, which had been lagging behind that of the corresponding period 
of 1948 during the first few months of the year, ended by showing only 
a fractional fall 


Imports of Japanese Grey Cloth 


RRANGEMENTS have been made whereby Colonial firms who 

hold licences to import Japanese cloth may use those licences to 
have grey cloth shipped to the United Kingdom for processing 
and re-export to the Colonies it is announced in Notice to Importers 
No. 359. 

The Colonial import licence must be endorsed by the issuing autho- 
rity showing that the cloth may be shipped to the United Kingdom 
although the licence is for direct shipment from Japan. 

Any United Kingdom importer who wishes to import grey cloth 
from Japan under the above arrangements must submit, with his 
application, a suitably endorsed Colonial import licence or a certified 
true copy thereof. These imports will be in addition to imports 
under the arrangements announced in the Board of Trade Journal 
on December 24, 1949 

Similarly, the Board of Trade are prepared to consider applications 
to import Japanese cloth for process and re-export to the other 
sterling participants (Australia, India, New Zealand and the 
Union of South Africa) if supported by import licences issued by any 
of those countries against their ration for direct purchases from Japan.

RGANIZERS of the 1950 British Industries Fair, to be held from 

May 8 to 19 at Earls Court and Olympia in London and at Castle 
Bromwich, Birmingham, this week began distributing a record total 
of advance B.I.F. catalogues to more than 100 territories. 

The catalogues are indexed in 10 languages and altogether 25,000 
copies, covering the London and Birmingham sections of the Fair, 
will have left Britain in a period of seven days.

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New Collection of International 
Statistics 


LTHOUGH there has been a steady growth in the production 

of most basic foods, materials, and commodities throughout the 
world since the end of World War II, statistics covering the trend 
in output of these items since 1928 indicate that the current levels, 
except in a few outstanding cases, are not substantially above the 
rate reached 20 years ago and in several cases are below. This can 
be seen from the numerous series presented in the Statistical Year- 
book 1948*, the first comprehensive collection of international statistics 
produced since 1945 when the last issue of the League of Nations’ 
Yearbook appeared. 

The Statistical Yearbook 1948, which contains 482 pages making 
up 158 tables covering most of the countries of the world, was pre- 
pared by the Statistical Office of the United Nations with the co- 
operation of the national statistical offices of many countries and with 
assistance from Specialized Agencies of the United Nations and 
certain other inter-governmental bodies. The thousands of facts 
contained in this publication cover a large variety of economic and 
social subjects and have been collected from 239 countries, nearly 
the whole of the world. A separate English and French alphabetical 
country index shows the tables in which each country is listed, and 
will assist the reader who wishes to find data relating to a particular 
country. 

Annual production figures, from 1928 to 1948, are given for 104 
commodities, materials and products. For each of these items, 
virtually all of the important producing countries are shown separately. 

Among the significant trends revealed in the tables are the follow- 
ing : 

Coal production amounted to 1,250 million metric tons in 1948 
compared with 1,196 million metric tons in 1937 and 1,219 million 
metric tons in 1928. World production of rayon yarn was 163,000 
metric tons in 1928 and by 1948 the figure had risen to 706,000 
metric tons. Similarly the production of aluminum rose in the same 
period from 260,000 metric tons to over 1,100,000 metric tons, an 
increase of 435 per cent. Petroleum output has expanded in the last 
20 years from 171 to 440 million metric tons. Production of steel, 
a key commodity in industrial development, shows a relatively modest 
rise over the period, from 106 million metric tons in 1928 to 136 
million metric tons in 1948. 

The volume contains a comprehensive section on international 
trade. Statistics on total imports and exports in national currencies 
from 1928 to 1948 are given for 130 countries—in effect, for the whole 
of the world’s trading community. 

The fields of social, educational and cultural activities are repre- 
sented in statistics for the first time in a publication of this sort. 
Tables are given on such subjects as 
illiteracy, education and newspapers. 

Extensive information is also provided on population trends, 
manpower resources, forestry and fishing, industrial production, 
construction, fuel and power production, transport and communica- 
tions. Balance of payments statistics are shown for most of the trading 
countries of the world. Sections are devoted to statistics of wages 
and prices, national income, and money and banking.

MPORTS into the United Kingdom in 1949 were valued at 

£2,272 million, an increase of £194 million compared with 1948 ; 

exports rose by £202 million to £1,784 million, but there was a 
reduction in the value of re-exports from £65 million to £59 million. 
The main table below shows the pattern of our trade with the principal 
countries and areas of the world during the last three years, while 
the table opposite shows the distribution of imports by areas distin- 
guishing the three main classes of goods. 

The main feature of the pattern of our import trade in recent years 
has been the reduction in the proportion of supplies coming from the 
Western Hemisphere from 43 per cent. in 1947 to 30 per cent. in 
1948 : this was followed by a much smaller reduction in 1949 to 
28 per cent.

The value of imports from the Western Hemisphere in 1949, at 
£626 million, was very little different from the previous year’s total, 
but showed a reduction of £154 million compared with 1947. By 
far the greater part of this fall was in the food, drink and tobacco class, 
which at £286 million was little more than two-thirds of the 1947 


value. Imports of raw materials had fallen by nearly a fifth in 1948, 


but in 1949 they showed a small increase to £168 million. The value 
of manufactured goods imported in the latter year was £167 million, 
little different from the figures for either 1947 or 1948. Following a 
very sharp reduction in 1948, imports from the United States rose by 
£39 million to £222 million in 1949, which was mainly the result of 
rises in both the quantity and value of cotton, grain and flour and other 
foodstuffs. Imports from Canada were little changed at £225 million, 
but there was a reduction of two-fifths (to £72 million) in the value of 
imports from the Argentine Republic, due largely to lower supplies of 
grain and animal feeding-stuffs. 

Imports from the Sterling Area rose by one-third in value in 1948 
to £749 million, and showed a further substantial increase in 1949 
to £852 million. Of the total rise between 1947 and 1949 over half 
was accounted for by the higher value of food, drink and tobacco 
imported, which reached £407 million in the latter year, while the 
increase for raw materials to £342 million accounted for most of the 
remainder. The Colonies supplied goods to the value of £245 million 
in 1949 compared with £213 million in 1948 and only £156 million 
in 1947, while among other Sterling Area countries the major rise was 
in imports from Australia from £97 million in 1947 to £212 million 
in 1949, . 

The greatest proportionate rise in 1949 compared with either of the 
two preceding years was in imports from O.E.E.C. countries, which 
rose steadily from £309 million in 1947 to £547 million last year, 
an increase of 77 per cent. Imports of food, drink and tobacco from 
these countries reached £207 million in 1949, more than double 
the 1947 total and £77 million more than in 1948 ; there was a 
much smaller increase for raw materials, but imports of manufactured 
goods rose by over one-half to £175 million in 1948 and by 1949 
had reached £200 million. Total imports from O.E.E.C. countries 
rose in the first three quarters of 1949, but there was a slight decrease 
in the fourth quarter. 

The pattern of the distribution of our export trade between the 
Western Hemisphere, Sterling Area and O.E.E.C. countries has shown 
little variation during the period 1947 to 1949, roughly the same 
proportion having been exported to these areas in all three years. 
The value of United Kingdom exports to the Western Hemisphere, 
after a sharp rise of nearly one-half in 1948 to £262 million, rose by 
only £11 million in 1949 to £273 million. Exports to the United 
States last year amounted to £57 million, a reduction of £9 million 
compared with 1948, but the value in the fourth quarter rose sharply

but the figure for the fourth quarter also showed a considerable increase 
to £21°5 million and was nearly a fifth above the 1948 average. 
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A large part of the rise of £2:7 million compared with the third 
quarter was accounted for by very high exports of non-ferrous metals, 
but there were increases for whisky and chemicals and a further small 
rise from the already high third quarter figure for cars. Exports of 
woollen and worsted manufactures and apparel both fell. 


If these figures are converted to United States dollars (at the rate 
of $2-80 = £1 in the fourth quarter, and $4-03 = £1 in earlier periods) 
the value of exports to the United States is shown to have fallen 
from $266 million in 1948 to $206 million in 1949, but the figure for 
Canada rose slightly to $295 million. ‘Taking North America as a 
whole, the dollar value of exports in the fourth quarter was $116 million 
17 per cent. below the 1948 average 

The value of exports to the Argentine Republic was slightly lower 
in 1949 than in the preceding year at £51 million ; there was a very 
sudden reduction in the second quarter, but by the fourth quarter it 
had recovered to £15-4 million, though this figure was still not quite 
up to the January-March rate Exports to American Account 
countries during the year, £29 million, were also rather less than in 
1948, but exports to other Western Hemisphere countries rose by 
£18 million to £56 million, due principally to higher exports to 
Brazil and Uruguay. 

The Sterling Area took goods to the value of £926 million in 1949 
compared with £784 million in the previous year, but exports during 
the second half of the year were slightly below the January—June 
total. Compared with 1948 shipments to the Colonies rose by £46 
million to £244 million, while the principal rise among other Sterling 
Area countries was for Australia, from £145 million to £189 million. 


Exports to O.E.E.C. countries, after an increase of nearly two-fifths 
in 1948 to £384 million, rose by a further £34 million in 1949 to £418 
million ; the figure for the fourth quarter was particularly high at 
£115 million Exports to Eastern Europe in 1949 went up by £8 
million to £52 million 

Of the total value of re-exports in 1949 amounting to £59 million, 
O.E.E.C. countries took £33 million, £3 million less than in the 
previous year, and nearly half of this total was represented by re-exports 
of raw wool. The figure for the Sterling Area remained about the same 
at £9 million and re-exports to the Western Hemisphere amounted to 
£8 million, of which the United States accounted for £5 million, 
made up mainly of rubber, raw wool and hides and skins.

The total number of foreign visitors arriving in this country during 
1949 (434,000) was 2 per cent. higher than the total for 1948, and thus 
created a new record. 

During 1949, nearly 100,000 American visitors came to the United 
Kingdom, almost one third more than in the previous year. ‘There 
was also a 20 per cent. increase in the number of Americans passing 
through this country on the way to other destinations. 

The number of European visitors during 1949 was 5 per cent. less 
than during 1948, but was still higher than the peak pre-war figure. 
The numbers of Belgian and Dutch visitors were respectively 16 per 
cent. and 11 per cent. lower than during the previous year, and the 
number of German visitors 8 per cent. higher. 

The totals for 1949 are liable toamendments which will, however, 
have little effect upon comparison with the 1948 figures, and the re- 
vised totals for the year will be published together with details of the 
Commonwealth visitors during November and December when these 
become available.

HOLESALE PRICES, as measured by the Board of Trade 

index, rose by 1°5 per cent. in January to a figure 6-5 per cent 

higher than in July last. ‘The food and tobacco index rose by 
1:3 per cent., almost entirely because of a very steep increase in the 
price of tomatoes and a smaller but still substantial one for onions.

The rise of 0-1 per cent. in the non-ferrous metals index in January 
was the smallest monthly movement since last March. Only zinc 
and tin prices changed during the month. The former, after being 
raised from £85 10s. per ton to £87 10s. per ton on December 30, was 
reduced again to £85 10s. on January 25, while the Metal Exchange 
prices of the latter were just over 1 per cent. lower on the average than 
in December. ‘The monthly average price of zinc was 1°8 per cent 
higher than in December 

On January 4 the Rew Cotton Commission raised the price of 
American middling from 29-65d. per lb. to 30-15d. per Ib. (1-7 per 
cent.), the first change in the price since October 31. Egyptian Giza 30 
remained at 41-35d. per lb., the price fixed on December 19, but the 
monthly average was 4°8 per cent. higher than in December. American 
type yarns were 2 per cent. dearer on the average and Egyptian types 
were 1:3 per cent. dearer. The estimated increase in cloth prices 
was 1 per cent. and the group index was 1:7 per cent. higher. 

Wool, with a rise of 8-2 per cent. in the index in January, showed the 
biggest movement of all the groups, and the biggest in this group 
since the steep increases began in September. Raw wool prices 
continued to rise ; merinos and crossbreds were on the average 12-0 
per cent. and 14-4 per cent. higher respectively than in December, 
and 40 per cent. and 77 per cent. higher than in August. Merino 
and crossbred tops were 14:2 per cent. and 11-8 per cent. dearer 
than in December, and the price of botany noils was 4:8 per cent. 
higher. Worsteds and botany weaving yarn prices were up by 10-7 per 
cent. and 11-4 per cent. respectively, while skeins, hosiery and cross- 
bred weaving yarns rose by 5-6 per cent., 7-7 per cent. and 7:2 per 
cent. respectively ; it was these big increases in yarn prices which 
played most part in raising the index so substantially. Wool cloth 
prices were 0-8 per cent. higher on the average than in December, 
and there was an increase of nearly 8 per cent. in average prices of 
stocking rags. 

Average prices of both Japanese and Italian raw silk rose by just 
over 12 per cent. in January and of East African No. 1 sisal by 11-6 per 
to £125 per ton. ‘There were small increases in linen yarn

Fertilizers are represented in the index by nitrate of soda (gran., 
16 per cent. N), sulphate of ammonia (neutral, 20-6 per cent. N), 
and superphosphate (16 per cent., P,Os), the prices of which are 
averaged to form a single series with a weight of 1. Prices are 
fixed by Control Orders, and those of the two latter follow a seasonal 
movement—rising slightly month by month until July, when they 
are reduced. The monthly rise in the average of the three, about 
0-7 per cent. in January, was partially offset by a slight fall in the 
price of potassium nitrate (weight of 1/10). These movements caused 
a rise of less than 0-1 per cent. in the chemicals and oils index. 

The rise of 2-3 per cent. in the ‘‘ miscellaneous *’ index in January 
was due mainly to increases in prices of hides and skins, imported 
hardwoods and some home-grown timber. The Leather Control 
has now ceased buying imported hides and the responsibility has 
passed to tanners. Stocks are still held by the Control, however, and 
for some time supplies of imported hides received by tanners will be 
mainly from these stocks. Prices were adjusted on January 1 and 
on the average those of the imported hides used in the index (B.A 
Frigorifico and Americano, each with a weight of 1) rose about 6 per 
cent. above the earlier level, which had prevailed since the beginning 
of 1948, when the leather subsidy was removed. The Leather 
Centrol’s issue prices of native hides and skins were also changed, 
on January 6, and cow hides (weight of $) and ox and heifer hides 
(weight of 4) were about 17 per cent. and 13 per cent. dearer respec- 
tively than previously ; in these cases, too, the previous price change 
was in January 1948. The native calfskin price used in the index 
(weight of 1) rose by nearly 16 per cent. ; the previous change—an 
increase, as in the other cases—was in November 1948. The monthly 
average increases were : cow hides 14 per cent., ox and heifer hides 
11 per cent., calfskins 13 per cent.; and the average increase for 
imported and native hides and skins taken together (weight of 4) 
was 9-4 per cent. Private importing of hardwoods was resumed on 
January 16 and at the same time price control was removed. Stocks 
of hardwoods held by the Timber Control, however, will continue 
for some time to be the main source of supply for merchants and the 
prices at which such stocks are sold were adjusted when control was 
removed. Prices of the three varieties used in the index (Canadian 
birch, American red oak and African mahogany, with a weight of 
4 each) were raised by about 15 per cent., 39 per cent. and 54 per cent. 
respectively—an average increase of nearly 20 per cent. ‘The monthly 
average increase for the three grades together was 9-4 per cent. 
Home-grown timber was freed from price control on December 1, 
and while it is still not clear to what extent prices will 
reliable representative quotations have not yet been obtained, it has 
been estimated that the prices of the sawn timbers used in the index, 
averaging the lower and higher qualities, rose by about 5 per cent. in 
January. Prices of the former remain at about the previous controlled 
level, while those of the latter have risen 10—20 per cent. The 
price of rubber rose by a further 4-5 per cent. in January.

Comparison of the monthly averages for the last quarter of 1949 
with those for the previous quarter and for the fourth quarter of 1948 
show many large increases. Production of tops during October to 
December averaged 26-56 million Ibs., 14 per cent. more than in the 
previous three months and 17 per cent. more than in the last three 
months of 1948. Tops drawn during the fourth quarter of 1949, at an 
average of 19-60 million Ibs., were a tenth more than in the third 
quarter and 7 per cent. more than for the comparable period of 1948. 
‘Total deliveries of worsted yarn during October to December 1949 were 
18-31 million Ibs. a month, 8 per cent. higher than in the previous 
three months and nearly a tenth more than in the last quarter of 1948.

Import of Matches from the U.S.S.R. 


THE Import Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade announce 
in Notice to Importers, No. 358, that they are now prepared to receive 
from match importers applications for licences to import matches 
from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 


Decontrol of Oranges and Grapefruit 

AS already announced in the Board of Trade Journal on December 17, 
oranges and grapefruit are to be added to the list of imports permitted 
under open general licence, under the liberalization of trade policy. 

The Minister of Food, in agreement with the Board of Trade, 
now announces that these fruits will be added to the list on May 7, 
1950. The open general licence will apply to imports consigned from 
and originating in any country or territory other than those excluded 
in Notice to Importers No. 353, details of which were given in the 
Board of Trade Journal on January 28. 

The Minister of Food also announces that from the same date 
both price and distribution control of oranges and grapefruit will be 
removed. Decontrol should not mean a general increase in prices 
over the year. 


Control of Fancy Cheeses

Import Duties Drawback Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 1) Order, 1950, which reduces the rate of drawback, from £20 
to £15 a ton, allowed in respect of linseed oil used in the manufacture 
of certain goods (inciuding paint, enamel, etc., linoleum, floorcloth, 
etc., certain processed linseed oil and various mixtures containing 
linseed oil). 

The Order came into operation on February 9, 1950, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments, 1950 No. 169. 


Telegraph Money Order Service with Czechoslovakia 


THE Postmaster-General announces that the telegraph money order 
service with Czechoslovakia is temporarily suspended. The ordinary 
money order service is still available. 


Full Postal Addresses Should Be Used 


IN ORDER that the transmission of mail may be accelerated, the 
Post Office is taking all practicable steps to discourage the use of 
abbreviated addresses on postal packets. 

The Post Office appeals to business people to use their full postal 
address in press advertisements and on their notepaper. 


Postage to the Continent 
THE Post Office reports that, in spite of constant appeals, a large 
number of letters for destinations in Europe continue to be prepaid 
at the rate of 24d. for the first ounce instead of 3d. 

Recent returns show that about 5,000 underpaid items for Europe 


are still being posted daily. It is estimated that over ninety per 
cent. of the underpaid correspondence is posted by private individuals. 

Considerable annoyance and inconvenience is caused to addressees 
on the Continent by the surcharge on such correspondence which is 
equivalent to double the deficit postage. 


British Gelatine and Glue Research Association 
THE research programme of the British Gelatine and Glue Research 
Association has been agreed with the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research and work on fundamental problems of the indus- 
try has begun at the Association’s laboratories which have been 
established at 2/4 Dalmeny Avenue, Holloway, London, N.7. Special 
emphasis is to be laid on materials research and consumer research. 
Regulations for Associate Membership, which is open to users of 
gelatine and glue and to manufacturers of equipment for the industry, 
are now available and can be obtained either from Messrs. Kidsons, 
Taylor and Co., Sardinia House, 52 Lincoln's Inn Fields, London, 
W.C.2, or from the Director at the laboratories. 


Valuation of Property for Rating 


ON February 1, the duty of assessing all land and buildings for local 
rates was transferred, by the Local Government Act, 1948, from local 
authorities to Valuation Officers appointed by the Board of Inland 
Revenue. The local authorities which have hitherto carried out 
this duty are the Councils of County Boroughs, Boroughs, Urban 
Districts and Rural Districts. These Councils will continue to levy 
their own General and Special rates, but they will no longer take 
any initial part in determining the assessments of rateable property 
within their respective areas 

To deal with rating valuation work the Valuation Office of the 
Board has offices in various places throughout England and Wales 
(Scotland is not affected by the new Act) 

Valuation Officers will be responsible for making such alterations 
to the Valuation Lists now in force as are required by the erection 
of new property, structural and other alterations to existing property 
and other reasons. 


Relaxation of Lighting Restrictions 


THE Minister of Fuel and Power has reviewed the existing restrictions 
governing shop window and advertisement lighting. He has considered 
very carefully all the factors affecting the demand for electricity in the 
evening and the capacity available for meeting it. The British 
Electricity Authority have informed him that between the beginning 
of December and the beginning of February the amount of plant 
available will have increased by some 400 megawatts owing to new 
commissioning and a reduction of the amount of plant under repair. 

Apart from this it is the fact that in February the lighting load 
grows very slowly between 5.15 and 5.45 p.m., while the industrial 
and commercial load is falling sharply. For these reasons the Autho- 
rity are satisfied that the additional demand arising from a relaxation 
of the restriction on shop window and advertisement lighting may be 
accepted with reasonable safety from 5.30 p.m. onwards. 

The Minister has accordingly decided to permit such lighting from 
5.30 p.m. onwards from February 1 until the end of the winter. 


Air Services to Canada Doubled 


BRITISH Overseas Airways Corporation’s services between London, 
Glasgow and Montreal are this month being doubled from a winter 
frequency of two return services a week to a frequency of four. 
Modern 43-seater Constellation aircraft leave London and Glasgow 
each Wednesday, Friday, Saturday and Tuesday evening, arriving 
the following morning in Montreal. Return services leave Montreal 
on Wednesday, Saturday, Sunday and Tuesday afternoons, arriving 
in Britain early the following day. 

In due course B.O.A.C. plan to operate a daily return service 
between the United Kingdom and Canada.

Code 114.100 deals with the general aspects of concrete floors and 
roofs, while the remaining sub-codes deal in detail with particular 


| forms of construction as follows :— 





114.101—Floors and Roofs of Solid Slab Construction; 

114.102—Floors and Roofs of Flat Slab Construction; 

114.103—Floors and Roofs of Ribbed Construction; 

114.104—Floors and Roofs of Precast Construction; 

114.105—Floors and Roofs of Filler Joist Construction. 

Pending the amalgamation of Code 114 and its sub-codes as one 
publication, the present document has been so arranged that it is, 
as far as is possible, complete in itself. There is, therefore, a certain 


| amount of repetition of material already published in Code 114. 


Points of special interest include recommended methods of cal- 
culating the effect of concentrated loads, of calculating the bending 
moments in floor panels, and recommendations relating to the loading 
and effective span of stairs. Tables are included giving, among other 
things, the maximum bending coefficients, in conformity with the 
equations given, for rectangular panels supported on four sides 
with provision for torsion at corners, and minimum values of effective 
depth of slabs in relation to permissible deflection. 

The Code also contains recommendations concerning aggregates 
for concrete, and deals in detail with formwork including selection of 
materials, construction, erection and stripping.

No Import Licences or Exchange Control in El Salvador

T! 1E advantageous trading position of E] Salvador makes it advisable 

to re-emphasize some of the points brought out in the Review of 
Commercial Conditions in El Salvador, extracts of which appeared 
in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on January 22, 1949. 

High coffee prices and a good crop unaffected by disease or bad 
weather, should materially increase the considerable prosperity which 
this country is enjoying. Owing to higher consumption in the United 
States, the resumption of exports to Europe, and freedom from the 
scourges which have affected coffee plantations in other countries, 
coffee circles in El Salvador are hopeful that for perhaps the next two 
years coffee prices will remain firm. 

British exporters are therefore recommended not to relax their 
efforts to introduce their goods into this market. British goods enjoy 
a good reputation, the national finances are sound, and no system of 
import licences or exchange control exists. El Salvador is therefore 
a very satisfactory market. 


Freedom of Control 


The freedom from controls, however, makes the market very highly 
competitive and places the accent on prices to a greater degree than 
usual, A good price and high quality may, however, fail to attract a 
buyer owing to unsatisfactory terms of delivery. 

While it is hoped that deliveries from the factories will continue 
to improve in the United Kingdom, it cannot be too strongly stressed 
that every effort should be made to reduce the time taken by shipments 
en route to this country. ‘Too often they take upward of three months 
from the United Kingdom. While the fastest route for shipping goods 
to this area is via Panama, the delays suffered in trans-shipment there 
completely outweigh the advantage gained by a fast service from the 
United Kingdom. 

Since the change in the sterling rate of exchange, prices of many 
sritish goods which were formerly higher than those of competitive 
foreign goods have, in some cases, fallen to a lower figure. Neverthe- 
less, delayed deliveries from the United Kingdom have come to be 
considered by importers to be the rule rather than the exception, and 
do not permit due advantage to be taken of the situation by agents of 
British exporters. 

Staple lines, such as cotton, woollens, certain types of agricultural 
implements and machinery, hardware, chinaware, pharmaceuticals, 
spirits, etc., continue to enjoy a ready market, though most merchants, 
in order to receive regular supplies, usually have numbers of orders 
pending. In the case of goods which have not become well established 
in the market, it is difficult to persuade merchants to commit themselves 
too far in advance. Thus re-orders are only placed after a shipment 
has arrived ; over the year, the resulting turnover is considerably less 
than it might otherwise be. 

The question of packing is exceptionally important as duties are 
levied on the gross weight of shipments, including all the packing 
materials employed. The high quality of British packing is much 
admired, but its great weight is a handicap. Wherever appropriate 
cardboard cartons and reinforced plywood cases should be used, and 
fancy goods, notions, novelties, etc., should be sent by parcel post. 


Appointment of Local Agents 


British firms should wherever possible consult the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade or H.M. 
Representative for information and advice about the appointment 
of agents. 

Many British manufacturers in their efforts to contribute to the 
export drive have apparently appointed agents in the United Kingdom 
to handle their exports. There are certain lines in which such a method 
is to be recommended and is, indeed, traditional ; in others it is not 
satisfactory. One of the principal reasons is that local agents prefer 
to represent manufacturers direct. They fear increased prices to 
cover exporters’ commissions and the insecurity of tenure of indirect 


agencies. During the last two years one local agent was unable to 
place orders for a British product because of the exporter’s mark-up, 
though the manufacturer’s export price was competitive 
As the majority of the relatively large population—now estimated 
over two million—are of the low income group, consumer goods of 
low price command a large market. On the other hand there is a 
small, but valuable, market for luxury goods. Local importers com- 
plain, however, that very often their enquiries for fashionable and 
fancy goods and novelties arising from advertisements in trade journals 
fail to elicit a reply from the advertisers 
They furthermore complain of : 
infrequent quotations from the United Kingdom ; 
failure of commercial travellers to visit El Salvador ; 
insufficient ranges of samples ; 
non-availability of newly-designed products. 


On the other hand, these very complaints and the general receptive 
attitude of importers are indicative of a lively interest in British goods 
of which full advantage should be taken 


Goods in Demand 


The following are notes on the position regarding certain specific 
products :— 


Machinery 

British sugar and coffee machinery already have a fair share of the 
market. Textile machinery is now chiefly purchased in the United 
States, but there is still a good market for parts and accessories from 
the United Kingdom. Agricultural machinery, including tractors, is 
mostly bought from the United States, local dealers carrying fair 
stocks. Both for agricultural and general industrial machinery and 
printing machinery there are opportunities for British exports, but 
offers to dealers must be attractive, prices competitive, and possibly 
some short-term financing may be necessary. 


Electrical Equipment in General 

The Lempa River electrification project on which work is now 
progressing will call for considerable electrical equipment. Besides 
that required for the project itself, much material will be required 
for the distribution system and for the resulting conversion of industry 
to electric power. It is expected that further industrialization of the 
country will follow. 

While heavy plant will usually be supplied to specification, it should 
be noted that industrial practice and the design of domestic fittings 
used in this country closely follow the American pattern. 


Textiles 
The market is at present over-stocked with cottons and rayons, but 
British light worsted tropicals and gabardines enjoy a steady demand. 
Made-up goods are imported chiefly from the United States. The 
demand for fashionable clothes and novelties is small, but the value 
of the goods imported is high. 


Chemicals, Pharmaceuticals and Paints 

Fine and heavy British chemicals have been out of the market for 
some time owing to slow deliveries and high prices. British pharma- 
ceuticals have, however, remained competitive and in demand. 

Prepared paints of United States origin are used generally and are 
sold through importing distributors who advertise considerably and 
who are able to maintain small but comprehensive stocks owing to the 
proximity of the source of supply. 


Building Materials (including Sanitary Ware and Tiles) 

The small building boom which is in progress at present is liable 
to become intensified as the proceeds of coffee exports commence to 
flow into the country. Steel, pipes and building hardware are in 
demand, as are sanitary ware and tiles. Since the fall in United 
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Kingdom prices as a result of revaluation of sterling the British 
article has commenced to regain lost ground. 


Tools 

Industrial tooling is mainly American. ‘The demand for agricultural 
hand tools, which was formerly supplied by the United Kingdom, is 
now also shared by the United States. Only lower prices and early 
deliveries can recapture the market for the British manufacturer, 
whose high workmanship in this line of goods is fully recognized here. 


Cars, Lorries and Motor Cycles 


American competition is keen, and while a certain demand for the 
British product exists, dealers are reluctant to accept a British agency. 
While the large investment required and their feeling of uncertainty 
are deterents, they also feel that prices of British units, now competi- 
not They, therefore, incline towards a direct 
wency or sub-agency of an American manufacturer, feeling secure in 
their ability to compete and to obtain supplies regularly and rapidly. 
Furthermore, the principal United States motor manufacturers 
(General Motors, Chryslers and Fords) advertise lavishly. On the 
other hand, British manufacturers might meet with more success 

they offered more attractive agency conditions and, at first if they 

luced their requirements as to showrooms and servicing facilities.

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Anglo-Austrian Sterling Payments 
Agreement 


S ANNOUNCED in last week’s Board of Trade Journal, the 

Anglo-Austrian discussions on trade and finance which began in 
Vienna on January 16 have resulted in the signature of a Sterling 
Payments Agreement, but, against the background of recent develop- 
ments in Anglo-Austrian trade, it was found necessary to conclude a 
Trade Agreement. 

The relaxations on imports notified by both countries to O.E.E.C. 
were reviewed, and agreement was reached on measures to increase 
the exchange of goods between the two countries. The United 
Kingdom have agreed import quotas for many Austrian products not 
already covered by the import relaxations, and the Austrian authorities 
will grant import licences and make foreign exchange available for a 
more representative range of United Kingdom goods.

Trade Agreement between Belgo-Luxemburg 
Economic Union and Czechoslovakia 


A COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT between the Belgo-Luxemburg 
Economic Union and Czechoslovakia was signed in Prague on Novem- 
ber 30, 1949, and came into force immediately with retroactive effect 
from October 1, 1949 for twelve months. 

The Agreement provides for an exchange of goods to the value of 
approximately 950 million Belgian francs each way (Frs. 100 = Cz 
Crown 100). The principal Czechoslovakian exports to Belgium 
include brewers’ barley, hops, malt, raw materials for the ceramic 
industry, wood, textiles, footwear, glass and china ware, and machinery. 
Belgian exports to Czechos}..vakia include chemicals, textiles, machin- 
ery and electrical material, leather and tanned skins and non- 
ferrous metals. 


Payments will be effected under the Payments Agreement of April 
, 1946 which has been extended to September 30, 1950.

Argentina 
Import and Exchange Control Regulations 


IN the notice about import and exchange control regulations in 
Argentina which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on November 
19, 1949 (page 1001), reference was made to Central Bank Circular 
No. 1177, which provides for the grant of exchange permits for 
imports of goods included in the annex to Circular No. 1155, without 
the use of foreign exchange. 

A further Circular, No. 1214, on this subject was issued by the 
Central Bank on January 20. In accordance with the provisions of 
this Circular, the Bank will consider granting prior exchange permits 
for articles in the annex to Circular 1155, irrespective of their 
country of origin, when they are applied for without use of foreign 
exchange, and conform with the following conditions :- 


(a) That the importer possesses funds abroad up to an amount 
sufficient to pay for the merchandise to be imported. 

(b) The funds in cash or bonds stood to his credit at December 31, 
1948, in an account opened in his name by a non-banking firm abroad. 

(c) That the application is accompanied by a certificate made by a 
public accountant of the foreign country, legalized by a notary of that 
country and duly legalized by the respective Argentine Consulate, 
accrediting the balance of the account on December 31, 1948, and 
subsequent movements up to the date on which the application for a 
prior exchange permit 1s presented. 

As stated in the notice of November 19, 1949, applications may be 
presented between the 25th and 30th of each month. Form 318 
should be used when the application refers to machinery in general.

Roman Cement 


THE Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Caracas reports 
that on December 30, 1949, the Venezuelan Customs issued a Resolu- 
tion, No. 720, renewing the previous Resolution, No. 377, of June 22, 
1949, whereby ‘‘ Roman Cement’’ could be imported free of duty 
provided an import permit was obtained in each case from the Ministry 
of Finance. (See Board of Trade Journal of August 27, 1949, page 
415.) This renewal was, however, only valid till January 21, 1950, so 
that, as from that date, cement arriving in Venezuela is subject to 
payment duty (0-02 Bolivares per kilo gross) whether or not it is

THE following Resolution, giving the Government of India’s 
decisions on the Tariff Board’s report on the ferro-silicon industry 
has been forwarded by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner 
at New Delhi: 

No. 17 (8) T7.B./49.—Ferro-Siricon INpustry.—Under the 
automatic provisions for reviews of protected industries of the Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Commerce, Resolution No. 30-T (1)/48 
dated August 6, 1948, the Tariff Board have enquired into the con- 
ditions of the ferro-silicon industry, and submitted the following 
recommendations : 

(1) the existing scheme of protection should be extended by another 

year ending March 31, 1951, namely, 

(a) a protective duty of 18} per cent. ad valorem on imports ; 
and 

(b) the obligation imposed on every importer to purchase 
from the indigenous manufacturer twice the quantity 
licensed for import ;

Import of Raw Silk 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of a Press Note issued by the Government of 
India on January 10, 1950, which states that after consulting the 
Indian Tariff Board, it has been decided to reduce the import duty 
on raw silk from 30 per cent. ad valorem plus Rs. 15/12/- per lb. to 
30 per cent. ad valorem plus Rs. 6/- per lb. (see Board of Trade Journal 
of June 18, 1949). 

Licences for the import of limited quantities of raw silk from soft 
currency countries are being granted to Provincial Governments, 
consuming mills and established importers. 


Import Licensing in Iraq 


Motor Cars 
‘THE Iraqi Ministry of Finance issued on December 29 a Notification 
No. 16 of 1949, banning the importation of motor cars into Iraq. 

It is understood that valid import licences for cars issued before this 
date will be honoured. No more licences will, however, be issued for 
the time being. It is expected that the Notification will remain in 
force for at least six months. 

The Notification does not apply to commercial vehicles. 


Cigarette Paper 


Another Notification issued in December by the Higher Supply 
Committee establishes the Directorate-General of the ‘Tobacco 
Monopoly as the sole importer of cigarette paper. 


Import Licensing in British Colonies 


Go.tp Coast 

The notice published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 12, 
1949, page 541, and subsequent notices about the treatment accorded 
to goods of United Kingdom origin in the Gold Coast, should be 
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amended by the substitution of the following particulars. 

All goods of United Kingdom origin may be imported direct from 
the United Kingdom under an Open General Licence with the 
exception of the following items for which import licences will still 
be required :— 

Butter ; meats (meat extracts and essences, soup stocks and powders 
may be imported under the Open General Licence) ; potatoes 
shipped during the period July 1 to October 31; gin and geneva ; 
petroleum products ; gold. 

The Open General Licence expires on December 31, 1950.

Twenty per cent. of the foreign exchange accruing to agriculturists 
from the sale of their products is to be allocated to them in the form 
of ‘“‘ Certificates of Availability ’’ which may be utilized for the import 
of non-essential goods. The certificates may be negotiated freely 
and transferred by means of endorsements and will be valid for a 
period of 60 days from the date of issue. When a “ Certificate of 
Availability ’’ is substituted by an import permit the period of validity 
of the latter will be restricted to six months.

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Import Control in the Philippines 


HE BOARD OF TRADE have received copies of Circulars 

issued by the Philippines Import Control Board in amplification 
of the revised rules and regulations, issued under Executive Order 
No. 295, governing the control of imports into the Philippines (see 
notice in the Board of Trade Journal of January 21, 1950, pages 145 
and 146). The Circulars contain the following information :— 

All goods chargeable against 1949 import quotas must have left 
the ports of embarkation on or before December 31, 1949. Goods 
leaving ports of embarkation after that date will not be allowed entry 
into the Philippines and will be subject to confiscation unless the 
importer has sufficient 1950 quotas to cover them. 

Import control will not be applied to articles which were not subject 
to import control before the issuance of Executive Order No. 295 
and which left the port of origin before December 1, 1949. 


New Quotas 

Quotas on new articles will be issued for the period from December 1, 
1949, to December 31, 1950. Quotas on old articles, that is, those 
controlled before December 1, 1949, will be issued for the period 
from January 1, 1950, to December 31, 1950. 


Quotas for Articies under the Same Heading 
As a general rule, 
Same 


one quota will be issued for all articles under the 
heading with the same percentage cut. For articles under the 
same heading, the quota for one article cannot be used for another 
having a different percentage cut. 


Transfer of Quotas 


The transfer of quotas is allowed only from one importer to another 
when both importers are registered with the Import Control Board 
in the article transferred. Transfer of quotas must first be approved 
by the Import Control Office. 


New Importers 


The Filipino and alien importers eligible for participation in the 
20 per cent. quota set aside for new importers must be bona fide 
importers who have had importation in 1949 of the article applied for. 
The allocation of quotas to the new importers will be subject to further 
rules issued by the Administrative Committee and approved by the 
Import Control Board. 


Shipments in Excess of Quotas 


It is of utmost importance that importers first obtain an import 
licence from the Import Control Board before placing an order, as 
goods arriving without sufficient quotas will be confiscated. Transfers 
of quotas from other importers to cover shipments will not be allowed 
after the goods have arrived. 


Articles for Personal Use and as Samples 


The Import Control Board or Philippine Consuls abroad will issue 
a licence or permit for the entry into the Philippines of articles subject 
to import control for personal use and not for re-sale in amounts not 
exceeding 50 pesos for each individual. This rule applies to incoming 
passengers (except used personal wearing apparel and household 
effects) and to gifts sent from abroad to residents of the Philippines. 
Relief sent from abroad to charitable and relief agencies 
recognized by the Import Control Board will be allowed to enter 
upon approval by the Board. Articles brought in as samples will 
be charged to quotas

International Radiology in London 


NDER the patronage of His Majesty the King, the International 

Congress of Radiology, which takes place in London this year, is 
an event of major importance to X-ray specialists—and indeed to all 
medical men—throughout the world. 

Normally held at three-yearly intervals, each time in a different 
country, it is now thirteen years since the last Congress was held in 
Chicago in 1937. During the intervening years very great progress 
has been made in all branches of radiology and the use of X-rays has 
increased to such an extent that it is now said that one out of every 
two patients attending hospital is subjected to X-ray examination. 

The exhibition of X-ray and ancillary apparatus, which is being 
held in the two halls of the Royal Horticultural Society, Vincent 
Square, Westminster, London, on July 24-28, will reveal many radical 
improvements in the design of the equipment of manufacturers from 
nine different countries. It will afford visitors—who are coming from 
all parts of the world—with their first opportunity to compare the 
post-war designs of different countries. ‘The great progress made by 
British manufacturers both in technical design and quality of pro- 
duction will be strikingly evident from their exhibits. 

Only quite recently has Britain become a large-scale manufacturer 
of X-ray tubes, but already her productive capacity is more than 
sufficient to meet the increased home demand consequent upon the 
National Health Service and increasing number of tubes is being 
exporte d. 

A similar state of affairs exists in the case of major X-ray apparatus ; 
whereas at one time British manufacturers produced apparatus in 
relatively small quantities, most of them are now equipped for large- 
scale production which in turn, enables them to devote a considerable 
part of their energies and capital to the research work which is an 
essential forerunner of original and progressive design. 

The exhibition will include examples of all types of X-ray apparatus 
from small dental and portable units which can easily be carried to the 
patient’s home, to deep therapy and industrial X-ray units operating 
at tensions of 250,000 volts and more. There will be appliances for 
handling radium, sensitive and complex instruments for measuring 
minute traces of radiation (a field in which British scientists have made 
great advances) and all the necessary accessory apparatus and materials 
required in connection with the practice of radiology. 

Admission to the exhibition is by ticket, available to doctors and 
others engaged in the practice of medical and industrial radiology and 
physiotherapy from the Technical Exhibition Secretariat, 6th Inter- 
national Congress of Radiology, 32 Welbeck Street, London, W.1.
